making the War, ac 1ez/t for Rimes pa/?, on 
eafiar Terms than We do, and above al, 
being weap greater Advantages by ¢he 
Continuance of it, chan any other, it carot 
be expe@ed from thelr, that they fheald 
have the {ame Zeal for the Peace as the reft 
of the Coafederates ; efpecially while they 
apprehend the Continuance of the War 
may be more likely to put chem. in Poffefii- 
on of new Daminion®, shan the Treaty of 


Peace. 

Bot ha? Ail hope, tha Obftinacy of 
none of our Confederates hal drive us to 
that Jaft Refort, of @ Separate Peace 5 nor

Money, and 20000 Men’s Lives to Reduce $ 
ut being left by the Empcror and his other 
Confederates, he was oblig’d to fubmit, or 
be Ruin’d. 

Letno Man make an ill ufe of this, to 
fuggeft, That ! Argue for Britain makiog 2 
Separate Treaty, which! proteft not to have 
the leaf aim at; what it is brough: for is 
evident, viz. Toremove from us ao Error, 
that in Time may be fatal to us all, I meao 
a Suggeftion, that we are an Inconfidere- 
ble part of the Confcderacy, and that the 
War with France may be carried on with- 
cut us; The People who are forward to 
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—- Europe, depend uponit, the Grand Alliance, 
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{pread this Suggeftion, perhaps, are not a- 

ware how many Mi‘hiefs may be at the 

Bottom of fuch a Notion. Indeed Y Be~ 
lieve the Confederates are our Security a 
gaint it, fince they are far from being of 
that Opinion 3 but weare not the lefs obli- 
ged to thofe, who Advance fuch a Pernici- 
ous Principle fo long before-hand. 
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The Truth of the Cafe is; That the 
Opp: fition which fome Powers make, to 
the Treaty of Peace, and the Forwardnefs 
they fhew co break it up upon Punilio’s, 
is upon two Foundations. 


1. That they forefee they fhall be mare : 
Gainers by a War 5 whatever is wreft- 
ed out of the Hands of the French, 
being always immediately put iate 
their Peffeffion. 


2. Thatthey prefume upon us, that we 
will never be brought in, to make a Se- 
parate Treaty, after fo many Dectara. 
tioas in that Cafe already made, of 
Firmoefs in the Intereft of the Ccnfe- 
deracy ; and that therefore they may 
thiak themfelves fare of this, that if 
they can Embarrafs the Treaty, delay 
it, or break itup, that Britain will go 
on with chem in pufhing on the War. 


I hope we fhall da {23 but it will be very 
hard for me ever to fey, that fuch of the 
Confederates as go upon this Principle, a& 
Generoufly and Fairly by us —— Nay, £ 
I think if there be any among us who have 
their Eye upon Dividing the Allies, and 
breaking in upoa the Confederacy, thefe 
People give them but too fair a Handle for 
it And if ever it fhould be fo, will 
july be deem’d acceffory to the Mifchiefs 
of it.
